He was care- 
ful to mark the course of his process, 
and every step taken to reach his conclu- 
sion, He followed the same course and 
passed over the same steps in presenting 
the subject to his audience, believing 
that the sume course that bad led him to 
a result would lead others to the same. 

In ordinary or trivial matters be was 
cautious aud undecided, In great ones 
he was prompt, cvouragegus, frank, and 
faithful to the prin-iples that he ap- 
proved. 

His tendency was to shun s ciety, un- 
less 1n the Jine of his cuty. He relied on 
ideas and arguments to ccntrol men, and 
despised the ac¥of small politicians. Io 
the bigher sense, an instructor of the peo- 
ple, he was a demagogue, but in the or- 
dinary sense no man wag farther from it 

He was aman of sincere friendsbip, 
and seldom forgot a kindness when an 
opportunity occurred to repay it. 

rompt to resent, he was slow to 
forgive, and never quite forgot a pre- 
meditated slizht or injury. No man 
fotgave or forgot more readily hasty 
manifestations of temper. He was de 
void of malice and tender to those who 
opposed him on principle. 

He loved to grapple with profound 
questions, and held them firmly ia bis 
mind until he had mast red them. Too 
serious for bumor, he never indulged in 
it, and the digaity of bis purpose tor: bade 
wit. 

When violently assailed, his sarcasm 
became keen and withering. On ordi- 
nary occasions he was stew and deliber- 
atein his efforts, but under great pres- 
sure he poured forth a'toérrent of invec- 
tive argument, losing inthe excitement 
all knowledge ot the red-hot thunder- 
bolts he was hurling... Words for the 
time lost their mean though the ve. 
hicles of his feelings, On vindictive ut- 
terances he never acted: ‘Hefe his con- 
duct was kept in complete subordination 
to his judgment and higher sentiments. 
He was by nature tender; cruelty and 
harshness toward the weak rendered him 
frantic, and he detested the act and the 
actor alike. 

Self reliant and rather distrustful of 
Others, he seldom revealed his plans to 
them or asked their counsel. Having 
unbounded confidence inthe general ver- 
dict of the people, he disrobed himself 
before them of all concealment. It is 
doubtful whether he ever retained a sen 
timent from the people. Even his foi- 
bles were not withbeld fromthem. Few 
public men in history ever went so far in 
revealing themselves to the public, 
though so cautious of his “most intimate 
frienus. 

W ben he had thoroughly explored his 
ground aud bad satisfied himself of 
the correctness vf his conclusions, he 
went forward, never doubting the resuit 
any more than he would the revolutions 
vt the reasons, ‘Trusting the revelations 
of his own consciousness, he consulted 
history and science for illustrations of 
his faith. 

Ho classed himself with the people and 
rejoiced in his plebian origin, proud 
only of his integrity acd capacity for 
usefulness. He felt himself the child 
of labor and one of the laboring peo; le. 
‘“‘Where they go, there willl go and 
their God shallb: my God.” He was 
prompt to resent any real or imaginary 
wrong done to them,as a personal injury. 
In his m.nd avy usetul cailing was hynor- 
able and those who industrionsly and 
honestly followed it merited respect. 
Ali the useful industries were dignified in 
in nigesteem. They acquired with him 
akind of personality that claimed his 
reverence and protection. He regarded 
the employment of convicts in the useful 
urts usua indignity to the vocation it- 
self anda disgrace tothe upright men 
who pursued them. Tne clergy could 
not mure earnestly resent their intruduc 
tion to the pulpit than did this man their 
employment in the mechapic arts. Nor 
was it aleigned sentiment to ingratiate 
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then president, put forth that remarkable 
toast, ‘‘The Federal Union; it must be 
preserved.” Into this short sentence the 
whole fervent soul of Jackson was 
poured. 

These mageenns of Jackson became 
the rule of Johnson's political life. They 
barmonized with his own sentiments and 
thoughts, and grew with his growth and 
experience.

HOMESTEAD POLIcy. 


This was one of his cherished imeas- 
ures, and he always regarded it as one of 
the noblest triumphs of his life.

Hus struggles with pov- 
erty bad taught him the value of a fixed 
home where honesty and industry felt 
intrenched against ‘‘the oppressive wrong 
and the proud man’s contumely.” 
government beld a vast domain, inex- 
haustable millions of the richcst lands, 
which were constantly going into the 
bands of epeculators to be re uined from 
the hardy pioneers or re-sold to them at 
greatly advanced rates, or being given to 
powerful corporations. He intioduced 
his homestead bill into the house in the 
year 1846. 

He pruposed to give to each head of a 
family, who would Iccate and cultivate 
for a period of five years, 160 acres of 
land. The measure, although promising 
so much happiness to such a@ worthy 
class of people, was opposed with per- 
eistent hostility. It wes urged with ten- 
ncity aud earnestness, strengthened by 
the obstinacy of the resistance. It wus 
not ‘till May 12,1852, that the measure 
passed the house. The friends of the 
measure failed to obtain a vote in the 
senate. During the next session no vote 
could be had, and with this session, the 
labors of the author terminated ir the 
lvuse. He was elected governor of Tenn- 
essee in 1853, and served two terms and 
did not fail to agitate the question in his 
discussions throughout the state aud in 
his annual messages. When he was 
elevated to the senate he at ence pro- 
ceeded with the beneficial measure. The 
| constant and wilful opposition of sena- 
tors only a.cused him to redoubled ef- 
forts, and te secured a vote on the bill 
May 10, 1860, and had the pleasure of 
seeing :t carricd by a large majority in 
the senate. It was finally carried ia the 
house. It was returoed by the president 
to the sevate with his objections, and 
failing to obta n a two-thirds vote, was 
again lost. It became a law after John- 
son left the senate, May 20, 1863. For 
fourtcen years he fought this measure 
through the most obstinate and vindic- 
tive opposition to a practical success. No 
measure shows the character of the man 
more thorvughly than this. It was right 
in itself and no amount of calumny 
and opposition deterred him one moment 
from the discharge of bis duty.

JOHNSON'’S DEMOCRACY. 


The inaugural address of Mr. John- 
son, when sworn as governor, elicited 
much unfavurable comment, and re- 
ceived no smal! amount of ridicule from 
both friends and opponents, This un- 
friendly criticism extended to Eogland 
and France. The following was the 
most objectionable passage; ‘*Democrac 
is man's capability to govern himself, it 
is inherent in his nature and is that ele- 
ment of bim which enables him to deter- 
termine between right and wiong in 
political affuirs. It enables him to rea- 
son correctly and lifts him sbove all the 
other animal creatior, It is that prin- 
ciple in man which partakes more higb- 
ly of the nature of Him in whose ima 
he was made—whbich I term the divinity 
of man. In proportion as that divinity 
is enlarged the man becomes more capa 
ble of self-government and more elevated 
in character. 

“The democratic party proper of the 
world and of the United States have un- 
dertaken Sthe political 1edemption of 


with a violence that indicated an early 


solution, It gathered force with incredible 
rapidity piel hour since he had left the 
congressional arena.

Lle did. not believe the 
purpose of the Breckinridge men was to 
secede the states of the south, and 
thought their ticket most likely to carry 
on account of the united southern sup 
port. This danger over, he thought the

armony. That he never meditated dis- 
union, we have besides his own public 
appeals fur the union, bis private and 
solemn declarations to his friend, the 
Hon. George W. .Jones, to the ccntrary. 
The course he pursued was a great sacri- 
fice of personal preference for what he 
regarded the public good. He knew Mr. 
Douglass to be a good democrat, who 
had arisen by his eminent ability and in- 
dustry from tbe work—beneh to his com- 
mandipg attitude. He could take no 
part against him, except on the grounds 
of expediency. It was late mm the season 
before he took the field, and during his 
canvass he had an appointment to speak 
at Fayetteville, tue home of Mr. Jones, 
whose guest he always was when he was 
in that place. The night .folluwing his 
speech he made an earnest appeal to his 
old democratic friend to support Breck- 
inridge upon the grounds d already 
assumed. Ilis friend, no less honest, of 
equal firmness and as noble patriotism, 
replied in the following words: 

_‘‘Johtson, I do not regard Br-eckin- 
ridge as the democratic candidate, ncr 
do I regard the platform on which he is 
running, as the democratic platform, and 
to vote for him, under te circumstances, 
would be tostultify myself.

AS MILITARY GOVERNOR. 


Throughout his career as milita 
governor, his study and effort was to ad- 
minister the constitution and laws of the 
state so far as they were not incompatible 
with the laws of the United States 
During the entire period of his adminis- 
tration it will challenge the st.ictest in- 
vestigation of his historian for unselfish 
benevulence and benign charity towards 
friends and enemies. Whoever asked 
his aid in Any r:ght course and was turn- 
ed away withour it? Though thousands 
of the poor, rendered so by the war, 
were thrown upon the government, they 
were provided for to the extent of the nar- 
row limits of the funds at command. 
During one year as many twenty 
thousand refugees were thrown upon the 
care of the government.

AS PRESIDENT. 


To recount the events of this presiden- 
tial term would be the work of volumes 
and must be left to tye historian.
